Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  Urban 
District  and  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1971. 

Although  there  was  a  natural  increase  in  population  (births  minus  deaths) 
of  100,  the  Registrar’s  estimated  mid-year  population  figure  shows  a  decrease 
in  population  of  1,620  when  compared  with  1970.  The  unemployment  rate  for 
the  area  continues  to  remain  high  and  is  a  matter  of  great  concern. 

The  health  statistics  show  a  slight  increase  in  the  birth,  death  and  infant 
death  rates  when  compared  with  last  year.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  there  has 
been  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  stillbirth  rate  with  a  reduction  in  the 
perinatal  rate. 

The  rise  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  was  caused  by 
an  outbreak  of  dysentery,  mainly  amongst  school  children. 

Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  almost  doubled  during  the 
year  but  deaths  from  bronchitis  and  emphysema  were  almost  halved. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  help  and  co-operation  given 
by  my  colleagues — the  general  practitioners,  hospital  medical  officers,  the 
County  Council  medical  staff  and  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  staff. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council  for  their  support 
and  interest  in  all  matters  relating  to  public  health  and  pay  tribute  to  the  loyal 
co-operation  which  I  received  from  all  members  of  the  staff.

The  normal  seasonal  variations  are  reflected  in  the  July,  August  and 
September  percentages,  the  increase  being  mainly  due  to  students  registering 
for  employment  during  vacations.  The  rather  steep  rise  in  the  percentage  for 
November  was  almost  entirely  due  to  the  introduction  of  short-time  working 
in  local  industry.  The  resumption  of  full-time  working  resulted  in  a  correspon¬ 
ding  reduction  in  the  percentage  for  December.  The  numbers  unemployed 
throughout  1971  were  generally  higher  than  in  the  corresponding  months  of 
1970,  largely  attributable  to  a  fall  off  in  recruitment  by  local  industries  and 
some  redundancies  in  local  factories.

(a)  Infant  and  Maternal  Deaths 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  during  the  year  was  13  (20  per  1,000  live  births), 
8  of  these  occurred  in  the  first  week  of  life.  In  the  previous  year  there  were 

12  infant  deaths  (19  per  1,000  live  births).  The  rate  for  Durham  County  was  19 
and  England  and  Wales  18. 

The  number  of  stillbirths  which  occurred  during  the  year  was  6,  giving  a 
stillbirth  rate  of  9  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths.  This  compares  with  the  rate  of 

13  for  Durham  County  and  12  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  14  perinatal  deaths  during  the  year.  The  perinatal  mortality  rate 
is  22  compared  with  22  for  Durham  County  and  22  for  England  and  Wales.

The  number  of  deaths  from  accidents  in  the  home  in  this  area  was  11  as 
compared  with  6  in  1970.  Provisional  figures  for  home  accident  deaths  in 
England  and  Wales  show  a  reduction  of  312  deaths  as  compared  with  1970  the 
comparative  figures  being  1971 — 5,894  and  1970 — 6,206.  The  majority  of  these 
deaths  were  old  people  (4,073)  and  the  main  cause  of  death  was  ‘falls  in  the 
home’. 
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HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


A.  Environmental  Circumstances  and  Local  Authority  Services 

(a)  GENERAL 


Water 

The  Durham  County  Water  Board  provide  the  public  supply  from  the 
reservoirs  at  Smiddy  Shaw,  Waskerley  Park  and  Hisehope;  filtration  and 
chlorination  being  carried  out  at  Honey  Hill,  Waskerley. 

Regular  tests  made  by  the  Water  Board’s  chemist  on  samples  of  water 
taken  in  the  District  show  that  the  bacteriological  and  chemical  quality  of  the 
water  was  maintained  at  a  high  standard. 

Thirty-three  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  non-mains  supplies  by  this 
Department  and  forwarded  for  bacteriological  examination  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory.  Thirteen  of  the  samples  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  users 
were  advised  to  boil  all  water  used  for  drinking  purposes. 

A  sample  of  water  from  the  mains  supply  and  one  from  the  Council 
swimming  baths  were  sent  to  the  public  analyst  for  chemical  analysis ;  both  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

New  mains  were  laid  to  serve  the  private  developments  at  Hill  Top  Estate, 
East  Stanley,  opposite  Hawthorne  Terrace,  Tanfield;  Greenacres,  Catchgate; 
High  Friarside,  Burnopfield;  and  Station  Road,  Stanley  and  to  Council  develop¬ 
ments  at  Stanley  Hall  Estate,  Stanley;  rear  of  St.  Edmunds  Terrace,  Dipton; 
Fines  House  Farm  Estate,  Catchgate;  Hobson  Industrial  Estate,  Burnopfield 
and  The  Lintz,  Burnopfield. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage 

During  the  year  sewage  from  the  district  continues  to  be  treated  at  the 
various  works  at  East  Tanfield,  Hustledown,  Dipton  and  Rowlands  Gill.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

There  was  no  change  in  the  refuse  and  disposal  service  during  the  year.

Routine  inspections  were  carried  out  on  the  licensed  pet  shop  in  the  Market 
Hall,  Stanley  and  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  the  Act. 

Noise  Abatement 

No  complaints  of  noise  nuisances  were  received  during  the  year. 
Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  measurement  of  smoke  and  sulphur  in  the  atmosphere  was  continued 
as  part  of  the  National  Survey.  Four  sites  are  in  operation  and  daily  readings 
are  taken  (see  Appendix  E). 

During  the  year  the  Council  agreed  to  extend  their  policy  of  making  smoke 
control  orders  on  new  Council  Estates  to  include  new  private  housing  estates 
and  Council  housing  estates  which  are  being  improved. 

In  August  the  Stanley  (Dipton  No.  2)  Smoke  Control  Order  1971  was 
confirmed  by  the  Minister  and  will  come  into  operation  from  the  1st  March, 
1972.  This  order  covers  the  sixty  nine  Council  Houses  in  Tennyson  Gardens, 
Dipton. 

During  the  year  a  complaint  was  received  regarding  a  smoke  nuisance 
from  the  Craghead  area  caused  by  the  burning  of  old  tyres,  refrigerators,  etc. 


Prevention  of  damage  by  Pests 

Meetings  of  the  County  Workable  Area  Committee  and  the  Durham  No.  2 
Area  Committee  continued  to  take  place  during  the  year. 

The  half  yearly  treatment  of  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  was  carried 
out — the  first  treatment  between  the  15th  March  and  the  2nd  April,  when  309 
manholes  were  baited  and  there  were  10  complete  and  12  partial  takes,  and  the 
second  between  the  4th  October  and  22nd  October  when  258  manholes  were 
baited  and  three  showed  complete  takes. 

The  number  of  premises  found  to  be  infested  with  rats  and  mice  during 
the  year  was  404,  which  included  25  food  shops  and  food  preparation  rooms, 
10  schools  and  229  dwelling  houses.

(d)  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

(i)  General 

During  the  year  453  inspections  were  made  of  the  various  food  establish¬ 
ments  in  the  area  and  1 1  informal  notices  were  served  on  the  owners  to  carry 
out  certain  repairs.  Five  informal  notices  were  complied  with  during  the  year. 

The  Department  continues  to  supervise  and  advise  on  the  handling  of  open 
and  perishable  food  and  other  aspects  of  food  hygiene  and  wholesalers  and 
retailers  in  the  food  trade  have  continued  to  be  very  co-operative. 

(ii)  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959 

There  were  93  registered  distributors  of  milk  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Eight 
samples  of  raw  tuberculin -tested  milk  and  8  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were 
taken  by  this  department  and  forwarded  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examination.  All  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  In  addition,  one 
sample  of  raw  milk  was  sent  for  Br.  abortus  ring  test  and  was  found  to  be 
negative. 
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The  County  Council  Health  Department  has  forwarded  the  following 
results  of  samples  of  milk  taken  by  their  staff  from  retailers  in  this  area.

The  number  of  notifications  of  this  disease  continued  to  decrease  —4  as 
compared  with  29  in  1970.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  remove  any  of  these 
cases  to  hospital. 

Acute  Meningitis 

There  were  two  cases  of  this  disease  notified,  a  male  aged  9  years  and  a 
female  aged  19  years.  Both  were  removed  to  hospital  where  they  recovered  and 
were  later  discharged. 

Para-Typhoid 

^^^A^^the  end  of  May  notification  was  received  from  the  Public  Health 
Efepartment  that  an  organism  isolated  in  a  faeces  sample  from  a  child  aged 
12  years  living  in  this  area  had  been  confirmed  as  Salmonella  para-typhi,  phage 
type  1.  The  child  was  removed  to  hospital  and  faeces  samples  were  taken  from 
the  mother  and  faeces  and  urine  samples  from  the  father,  a  long  distance  driver 
who  travelled  abroad.  All  proved  to  be  negative.  The  child  was  later  discharged 
from  hospital  after  six  negative  faeces  samples  had  been  taken. 

Early  in  June,  following  a  request  from  a  general  medical  practitioner  who 
had  had  one  of  his  patients,  a  boy  of  2  years,  removed  to  hospital  with  gastro- 
entiritis,  an  investigation  was  carried  out  on  a  family  in  the  Craghead  area. 
Faeces  samples  from  three  of  the  family  and  also  a  babysitter  proved  to  be 
Salmonella  para-typhi,  phage  type  1  var.  1.  and  all  were  removed  to  hospital. 
There  was  no  known  connection  between  these  four  cases  and  the  previous  case 
in  May. 

Although  thorough  investigation  was  carried  out  in  these  cases  it  was  not 
possible  to  find  out  how  the  disease  was  brought  into  the  district. 

Dysentery 

An  outbreak  of  dysentery  occured  in  March  chiefly  amongst  school 
children  in  the  district.  One  hundred  and  ninety  three  cases  were  notified,  190  of 
which  were  confirmed.  Eight  cases  were  removed  to  hospital  and  one  case,  a 
female  aged  80  years,  died  in  hospital. 

Of  the  190  confirmed  cases,  3  were  found  to  be  infected  with  Shigella 
flexneri  type  6  organisms  and  187  with  Shigella  sonnei. 

Fourteen  food  handlers  and  4  nursing  staff  were  excluded  from  work. 

Food  Poisoning 

In  February  3  members  of  a  family  in  Catchgate  were  found  to  be  suffering 
from  Salmonella  durham  and  in  June  a  school  teacher  from  the  South  Moor 
area  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  Salmonella  enteritidis. 

These  cases  were  investigated  but  it  was  not  found  possible  to  trace  the 
source  of  the  infections. 

Also  in  June,  a  female  aged  36  years  was  found  to  be  suffering  from 
Salmonella  typhi-murium.  She  had  recently  returned  from  holiday  in  Spain  and 
it  was  thought  that  she  may  have  contracted  the  disease  whilst  in  that  country.

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(b)  Tuberculin  Services  in  the  Area 

(i)  The  special  sessions  for  contacts  of  known  cases  of  tuberculosis  have 
been  continued  at  the  Chest  Clinic  at  South  Moor  Hospital  and  6  contacts 
were  skin  tested.  All  were  found  to  be  tuberculin  negative  and,  together  with 
4  new  born  babies,  were  vaccinated  with  B.C.G. 


(ii)  The  eighteenth  annual  vaccination  of  school  children,  aged  1 1  years 
and  upwards,  was  carried  out  during  the  month  of  November.  Twenty  of  the 
positive  reactors  (84)  who  had  not  previously  received  B.C.G.  vaccination  in 
earlier  childhood  were  referred  for  X-ray  of  the  chest  and  of  the  18  children 
who  attended,  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  refer  any  to  their  family  doctors.

(f)  OTHER  HEALTH  SERVICES 
1.  Care  of  the  Aged 

The  number  of  applications  for  rehousing  in  Aged  Persons’  Bungalows 
(399)  showed  an  increase  of  53  as  compared  with  1970,  and  an  increasing 
number  of  these  requested  medical  priority  in  rehousing  during  the  year. 

The  Durham  County  Council’s  new  residential  home  for  the  elderly, 
“Hustledown  House”,  situated  at  South  Stanley  was  opened  in  November.  It 
provides  accommodation  for  48  residents  on  two  floors,  34  single  and  7  double 
bedrooms,  1  large  lounge,  three  quiet  rooms,  dining  room,  and  visitors’  and 
doctor’s  rooms.  A  lift  has  been  installed  for  access  to  the  flrst  floor. 

Two  recreation  centres  for  old  people  were  provided  in  the  Catchgate  and 
Tantobie  districts. 


Improvement  schemes,  which  include  central  heating  are  being  carried  out 
at  Cherry  Cottages,  Tantobie  and  Joicey  Gardens,  Stanley. 


The  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  and  the  two  Luncheon  Clubs  at  Burnopfield 
and  Tanfield  Lea  continued  to  provide  a  much  needed  service  to  those  old 
people  unable  to  prepare  a  hot  meal  for  themselves.

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

Vaccination  and  immunisation  have  been  carried  out  at  Infant  and  Child 
Welfare  Clinics  and  schools  throughout  the  area  and  by  general  medical 
practitioners  in  their  surgeries  by  personal  arrangements  with  parents. 

When  a  child  reaches  the  age  of  4  months  leaflets  drawing  attention  to  the 
need  for  children  to  be  protected  against  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria  and  whooping 
cough  are  sent  through  the  post  to  the  parents.  Further  leaflets  are  sent  regarding 
diphtheria  immunisation  when  a  child  reaches  the  age  of  one  year.  Assistant 
welfare  medical  officers  and  health  visitors  encourage  mothers  to  take  advantage 
of  the  facilities  offered.

(ii)  Midwifery 

There  were  650  live  and  stillbirths  assigned  to  the  area  of  which  606  (93%) 
occurred  in  hospital  and  44  (7%)  at  home.  Two  of  the  latter  cases  were  delivered 
in  the  presence  of  a  doctor.  There  were  6  stillborn  births  and  8  deaths  in  the 
first  week  of  life. 


All  midwives  are  trained  in  the  use  of,  and  possess  apparatus  for  entonox 
analgesia  and  68%  of  the  domiciliary  cases  were  given  entonox  analgesia  and 
60%  pethidene.

(f)  Mental  Health  Service 

Mentally  sub-normal  children  excluded  from  school  under  Section  57  of 
the  Education  Act,  1944  attend  the  Occupation  Centre  at  Villa  Road,  Consett. 
Twenty-five  males  up  to  the  age  of  16  years  and  18  females  under  21  from  the 
north  west  of  Durham  travel  daily  to  this  centre.  A  special  bus  collects  pupils 
each  morning  and  returns  them  to  their  homes  each  afternoon,  school  meals 
and  free  milk  being  provided  by  the  Education  Department. 


(g)  Local  Health  Authority  Hostel  Accommodation 

Admission  of  those  needing  care  and  attention  to  local  authority  hostels 
is  arranged  directly  with  the  Social  Services  Department  but  cases  requiring 
urgent  attention  are  often  referred  by  their  own  doctors  to  the  local  health 
department.
